Sigh as we might 
for the status quo, the profound con- 
viction has been borne in upon most 
of us that we are living in a world 
where there is no status, and very lit- 
tle quo. We are like sailors on a ship 
driving before a gale on a stormy sea. 
We might regret the safe harbor, but 
the tempest hurries us on. We must 
navigate in the gale, not spend our 
time wishing for sunlight and a calm 
sea. 


An age of speedy change is a time of 
unprecedented opportunity. The world 
is now receptive to ideas. No longer 
stagnant and static, it is molten and 
fluid, running into the new molds that 
men shape for it. Our very danger is 
therefore our finest chance.

the boggy slime of the earth. 

This is not the morbid cry ofa 
twentieth century alarmist. Neither is 
it the frantic tirade of a modern en- 
thusiast. No one would deny the fact 
that you face a future sure to be hard 
and trying. Great problems will rest 
upon your shoulders. Not employment 
alone, nor liberty, nor opportunity, will 
see you through. The character and 
moral strength that is built by com- 
munion with God will be essential for 
the supreme test. So priceless is it 
that if we miss it, though, if it were 
possible, we might come to possess all 
all other knowledge, life would still 
have a pathetic sense of incomplete- 
ness. It would still end at lastina 
tragedy as deep and dark as that 
woven out of the warp and woof of 
loneliness and death. If, on the other 
hand, we come to possess this knowl- 
edge, though, if it were possible, we 
might miss all other knowledge, yet 
life for us must be victorious in its 
course and victorious in its consum- 
mation. What, then, is this knowledge 
that is of such supreme and -abiding 
worth? Hear the answer from the lips 
of the Psalmist himself: “This I know, 
God is for me!” Without a doubt, your 
conception of God determines your 
science, your philosophy, your creed, 
your daily life, your eternity. And God 
is knowable ... His evidences are 
everywhere. May I call your attention 
to the sacred fact that you bear the 
finger marks of the Infinite and it is 
not intended that you renegate to the 
dump heap, but that you illuminate 
the holiness of God! 


In the day which called forth Jere- 
miah, goodness was under cover sub- 
merged beneath the rubbish of 
wickedness. Manhood of the nation 
was impoverished, gaps were down, 
and the call of matchless causes fell 
on deaf ears. Grim destitution frowned 
everywhere. Bony-fingered, hollow- 
eyed skeletons ... but shadows of real 
manhood ... strolled aimlessly up and 
down the land. Paralytic hands 
dangled impotently. Injustice, im- 
purity, impiety, and oppression had 
resulted. Contempt for God had 





caused millstones to hang around the 
nation’s neck. The impending judg- 
ments of God were evident. Doom 
was robed in black night. In this la- 
mentable condition, God’s prophet 
stepped out and sounded the noble 
call, with trumpet-tongued loudness, 
in order that catastrophes might be 
averted and righteousness promoted. 

No more clarion call can be made 
today. Men of sterling worth are need- 
ed to meet the burning needs of this 
desperate day. And we may have the 
victory, for the Church of God gives to 
us the greatest channel in the world 
for spiritual expression and the de- 
velopment of a _ well-rounded life. 
Through its program dormant spirit- 
ual powers are fanned into flames of 
activity, influence, service, and limit- 
less power. The mission of the Church 
has every element to challenge the 
noblest that we possess. The Grecian 
philosophy was, “Know thyself.” The 
Roman philosophy was, “Control thy- 
self.” The Christian philosophy is, 
“Deny thyself.” And there is some- 
thing in the divinity of the Church’s 
mission that calls us to our knees and 
sends us forth as armies of marching 
crusaders for Christ on across moun- 
tains and valleys, through jungles and 
forest wilds, plains and hills. We do 
not halt at the Atlantic nor at the 
Pacific. The impact of Christ’s power 
will give us the heathen for our pos- 
session and the uttermost parts of the 
earth for our increase. It will warm 
the heart of cold Siberia, subdue 
Spanish superstition and French in- 
fidelity, melt the snows of Russia’s 
atheism, trwmpet Christ’s saving mes- 
sage to China’s dense millions, to 
Africa’s black hordes and to South 
America’s slumbering throngs. The 
blood-washed crusade will bugle the

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Suffering for 
Souls

Luke 22:44, “And being in an agony 
he prayed more earnestly: and his 
sweat was as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground.” 

The genuine test of Christian dis- 
cipleship is the willingness to endure 
sufferings that others may be blessed. 
No greater example could be found 
than Jesus, the Lover of mankind. 
From the cradle to the grave He was 
opposed by the forces of evil; how- 
ever, this did not alter the course 
which He pursued. He was well aware 
of the hardships of leadership. Christ 
came to shed light; the world pre- 
ferred darkness. He came to enrich 
the lives of all humanity; He was 
despised and mistreated by men. He 
came because of love; was rejected 
because of hatred. No life has ever 
been more consecrated, more dedi- 
cated, more given over to the fulfill- 
ing of a tremendous mission than 
that of the Son of God. 

While overlooking Jerusalem, Jesus 
saw their miserable condition and 
wept. Think of it! Jesus, the Son of 
God, standing there weeping; weep- 
ing not for Himself, but for lost 
humanity. Why did He weep? It was 
because of His compassion and will- 
ingness to suffer for souls that caused 
hot tears to run down His precious 
face and fall to the ground. God, give 
us more ministers who will weep over 
souls; holy men with wet eyes and 
warm hearts for lost men and women, 
boys and girls. The gospel is a vital 
message for perishing humanity, but 
only those who are willing to suffer 
can successfully deliver the good 
news. 

Yes, the genuine test of Christian 
discipleship is the willingness to suf- 
fer for others. Many will come to your 
feast, only a few will attend your 
fast. Some will offer their praise when 
you are up, only a few will extend 
sympathy and be understanding when 
you are down. However, against this 
dark background, weary pilgrims, 
there is hope, hope that breaks in 
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upon us when we think of the con- 
soling words of Christ, “Lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of the 
world.” These precious words are as 
refreshing and satisfying as a cool 
spring of water to a thirsty traveler. 
As you suffer, remember this, you are 
not alone. As we suffer with others, 
Christ shall sustain us with His grace. 


The plan of salvation was designed 
to redeem fallen humanity. It neces- 
sitated suffering, agony, and death. 
Christ paid this price to the fullest 
measure. He was a Sinless offering 
for sinful men. Some shrink from 
duty which involves any degree of 
personal suffering; but not so with 
Christ. He became homeless that we 
might have a heavenly home. He be- 
came poor that we might become 
rich. He has taken our sins that we 
might become sinless. Love, un- 
fathomable love, caused Christ to 
suffer for us. 


If you feel that your love for God’s 
work is becoming cool, you need only 
to visit Gethsemane. Behold the Son 
of God as He prayed. Behold His 
agony, behold how earnestly He 
prayed. What suffering, what pain, 
what agony. No mortal had ever suf- 
fered for souls like this. While pour- 
ing out His heart to the Father, under 
the shadow of the cross, He gave 
Himself to pay the supreme sacrifice 
for our salvation. He submitted Him- 
self to an angry mob and a bloody 
cross. When we get to heaven and 
ask, “Jesus, why did you leave your 
home in glory and allow yourself to 
be tormented and die on the cross?” 
no doubt, the reply will be, “It was 
for souls, my child.” Thank God for 
Jesus! 

The same willingness to suffer for 
souls that sent Christ to the cross 
has possessed Christian men and 
women of all ages. Under the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit men have been reck- 
less, daring, defying even death. 
When the apostle Paul was warned of 
impending bonds and afflictions, he

responded by saying, “None of these 
things move me.” Regardless of the 
cost, he intended to preach the Word. 

The spirit to suffer sent Philip to 
the desert to meet the eunuch, Peter 
to a cross, Paul to Nero’s chop-block, 
and countless others have suffered 
even unto death rather than renounce 
their faith in God Almighty. But de- 
spite these extreme adversities, the 
march of Christian soldiers has never 
been halted. It sweeps forward with 
a mighty force and will one happy 
day conquer every foe. “Christ to the 
world” has been the battle song of 
every blood-washed, blood-bought 
soldier of the cross. 

The ministry of suffering for souls 
is of tremendous importance. Great 
revivals have broken out which re- 
suited in the salvation of many pre- 
cious souls because a few were willing 
to suffer. There are some, however, 
who suffer because of their own mis- 
conduct, disobedience, and unfaith- 
fulness to God. This type of suffering 
will never bear fruit unto perfection. 
Some may ask, “Brother Campbell, 
how can I help?” You can help by 
seeking God for the needs of others, 
also your Own personal needs. We 
have not because we ask not.. Peter 
said to the lame man, “Such as I 
have, give I thee.” We must have 
before we can impart to others. A 
minister stated to me, a few days 
ago, that he was low physically, 
spiritually, and financially. He is a 
busy man and a good man, too, but

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Harmony ~ Gots Dian and Purpose 


Romans 8:28-30, “And we know 
that all things work together for good 
to them that love God, to them who 
are the called according to his pur- 
‘pose. For whom he did foreknow, he 
also did predestinate to be conformed 
to the image of his Son, that he 
might be the firstborn of many 
brethren. Moreover whom he did 
predestinate, them he also called: and 
whom he called, them he also justi- 
fied: and whom he justified, them he 
also glorified.” 


If we understand these passages of 
Scripture, we have the key to Paul’s 
theology. First, let us keep in mind 
that Paul was writing this epistle to 
a church which was made up of both 
Jew and Gentile believers; and 
throughout the entire writings of 
Paul to the churches you will find 
there was always a contention among 
these two factions, and the Jews were 
prone to withdraw themselves into 
an exclusive clique. Also remember 
that from all evidence this church 
was founded by either one of the 
apostles, besides Paul, or some of 
their followers, and they naturally, 
being Jews, would leave the legalistic 
flavor of Judaism among them. Also 
let us bear in mind that these people 
did not have the Scriptures as we 
have them, but only had what they 
had learned from the preaching and 
teaching of the one, or ones, who 
had brought to them the message of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Let us notice the 28th verse: “And 
we know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called ac- 
cording to his purpose.” First, the 
verb “work” is in the present tense; 
that is, going on right now; con- 
tinuous action. Its effectuality hinges 
on the last two phrases: “To them 
that love God,” and, “To them who 
are the called according to his pur- 
pose.” Love of God commands Obedi- 
ence, and obedience demands cessa- 
tion from sin; and nowhere in this 
verse is shown that all things work 
together for those who are in sin, or 
those who do not love God. 

The words “The called” have also

been translated from the original 
Greek, tois kalatois, “The invited.” 
In my mind the contention is here, 
as we shall see as we go into the next 
verse. 


The book of Romans is recognized 
as the grand exposition of Paul on the 
plan of salvation. To whom was he 
writing? To a group of Jews who had 
believed on Christ, as well as a group 
of Gentiles. It had always been the 
idea of the Jews that salvation was 
to the Jew, by the Jew, and for the 
Jew. Of course, it was their belief 
that when the Messiah (Jesus Christ) 
came, He would come to the Jews. 
It was never their thought that the 
Gentiles would also be included in 
the number invited, or called, to take 
part in God’s great plan. This is 
shown by the great mystery spoken 
of by Paul in the third chapter of 
the book of Ephesians. 


“For whom he did foreknow, he al- 
so did predestinate to be conformed 
to the image of his Son, that he might 
be the firstborn among many breth- 
ren.” “Those whom he foreknew” 
constitutes the first step in God’s 
great plan of salvation for the world. 
Was not Christ the Lamb slain be- 
fore the foundation of the world? 
God knew that His Son would be 
rejected of men; He formulated a 
master plan for man’s redemption. 
Even though the Gentiles were not 
known as God’s chosen during the 
Old Testament era, they were known 
of God before this period was even 
ushered in, and herein He predeter- 
mined, or determined, beforehand, or 
destined beforehand, that all who 
would accept His invitation, or call, 
and love Him (vs. 28) would be con- 
formed to the image of His Son. All 
this He worked out even before His 
Son was born of the Virgin Mary. 
In order “that he (His Son) might 
be the firstborn among many breth- 
ren”—speaking of Christ being the 
first, the glorious, of many brethren, 
the entire Christian world, and not 
confining it to the realm of Judaism. 


It was the Hebrew concept that the 
Gentile was the- heathen, the dog, the 


unclean person; so to think that He 
also might be conformed to the image 
of their Messiah, the Son of God, was 
a most ridiculous thing. The apostle 
is here trying to correct this errone- 
ous concept by showing that it was 
no mere accident that the Gentile 
also was called, or invited, to become 
a partaker of the blessings of God 
and Jesus Christ. 

Now going into verse thirty: The 
plan of redemption is the free pardon 
of sin, in the justification of the be- 
liever in Christ before God. Inasmuch 
as he determined beforehand, ac- 
cording to His foreknowledge, that 
the Gentile would also be included 
among those invited, or called to par- 
take of His glorious grace and won- 
drous gift, He made provision by 
which their sins also would be taken 
care of, and they could stand justified 
before the God of heaven the same as 
the Jew. We are told in the Scrip- 
tures that many are called (invited) 
but few are chosen. Before the call, 
or invitation, of God becomes effectu- 
al in the life of.an individual he must 
accept it; these are the called whom 
He justified. Of course, the justified 
man will eventually be glorified at 
the coming of Christ, but his life 
here can also be glorious, or illustri- 
ous. 

Taking into consideration that the 
apostle was writing collectively here 
and not individually, the whole mat- 
ter can be summarized in that God, 
in His foreknowledge, formulated a 
master plan, or purpose, of salvation 
for the world, and He promised to 
everyone who was effectually called 
according to this plan, or purpose, 
and accepted Christ in showing forth 
love to God, that He would make all 
things work together for his good. 
Even the Holy Ghost, the Spirit of 
God, helpeth our infirmities and 
makes intercession for us because we 
do not know what we should pray 
for as we ought. All the temporal 
things of life are brought into action 
by the Spirit of God that we might 
stand before God a justified and 
glorious character, with the hope of 
eternal glorification.

FAIR PLAY, S. C——The Church of 
God at Fair Play closed one of the 
best revivals it has ever had.

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Notice the bold-faced phrases and 
you will read this sentence: “GOD 
BY HIS SON MADE THE WORLDS.” 
Now read again the whole text and 
judge for yourself if it doesn’t plain- 
ly teach that God created the worlds 
by His Son. The Unitarians, those 
who deny the doctrine of the Trinity, 
hold that Jesus Christ is both Father 
and Son in one person. This doctrine 
forces them to say that the one per- 
son of God incarnated Himself in 
human flesh; and after this the flesh 
part became the Son while the inner 
spirit of Christ remained the Father. 
This is exactly what they teach. I 
challenge you to ask any of their 
ministers if this is not what they 
teach. I am careful for you to know 
what they teach, for our worst error 
in dealing with the other side is a 
misrepresentation of “what the other 
side really teaches.” The doctrine in 
question necessitates two things: 

1. THAT THERE WAS NO SUCH 
THING AS THE SON UNTIL THE 
BODY OF JESUS CAME INTO BE- 
ING. Why? Simply because the body 
of Jesus is the only part of God that 
might be called the Son, and the body 
never came into being until Mary 
brought forth her first-born Son. To 
say that there was both Father and 
Son before the birth of Jesus, is to 
admit plainly that there are more 
than one person in the Godhead. This 
is why the “Jesus Only” brethren 
teach so zealously that the Jesus of 
the New Testament is the God of the 
Old Testament. This is why they will 
tell you that there was no such thing 
as the Son until the body of Jesus 
came into being. They, I repeat, sim- 
ply teach that the inner spirit of 
Jesus is God the Father, while the 
flesh part is God the Son. And this 
means that before God gave Himself 
a body there was no such thing as 
the Son. When God gave Himself a 
body He then became both Father 
and Son in one person. If you don’t 
believe this is what they teach, write 
me and I will send you name and 
quotation of their leading ministers 
from various parts of the United 
States. 

2. The second thing this doctrine 
necessitates is that when the Father 
speaks to the Son it is the inner 
spirit of Jesus speaking to His own 
flesh, and, of course, when the Son 
speaks to the Father it is the flesh 
of Jesus speaking to His own inner 
spirit. This sounds rather strange, 
doesn’t it? but it is exactly what they 
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The “Jesus Only” brethren say, “No!” — The “Trinitarians” s 





GOD, who at sundry times 


and in divers manners 


spake in time past unto 


the fathers by the prophets, 


Hath in these last days 


spoken unto us BY HIS SON; 

whom he hath appointed heir of all 

things, by whom also he MADE THE WORLDS; 

Who being the brightness of his glory, 

and the express image of his person, 

and upholding all things by the word of his power, 

when he had by himself purged our sins, sat down 

at the right hand of the Majesty on high, Eebrews 1:1-3. 
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teach. Their doctrine of one person 
forces them to teach this. They will 
tell you frankly that the “voice which 
came from heaven” was the inner 
spirit of Jesus speaking to His own 
flesh. 

Now I ask, “What must we do to 
refute this doctrine?” All we have to 
do is produce one verse of Scripture 
stating that Jesus was God’s Son be- 
fore He was incarnated in human 
flesh. They tell us we cannot produce 
one. But I have already produced one 
in the above text of Hebrews 1:1-3. 
Now let us analyze the text with a 
few questions: 

1. Who made the worlds? God. 


2. By whom did He make them? By 
His Son. Does this not plainly distin- 
guish between Father and Son at the 
time of creation? Does the writer of 
Hebrews not call Jesus God’s Son at 
the time of creation? If not, why? 
What sort of Scripture jugglery must 
one produce to say “the Son was not 
present with His Father when the 
worlds were made”? 

3. What is meant by “God made 
the worlds by his Son’? Let the Bible 
explain what it means: “For it 
pleased the Father that in him (his 


Son) should all fulness dwell.” (Col. 
1:19.) And Jesus said, “All power is 
given unto me.” I take these plain 
scriptures to say, “God invested in 
His Son -the fulness of His power.” 
Now the question comes, “When did 
God invest His Son with this Almighty 
power?” The only comprehensible an- 
Swer would be, “From eternity.” We 
don’t have to guess as to whom God 
was talking when He said, “Let US 
make man.” Hebrews says, “By him 
(Jesus, God’s Son) were all things 
made.” Paul said, “By him were all 
things created.” No man can read 
these plain scriptures, which tell us 
that both Father and Son were pres- 
ent at creation, without understand- 
ing to whom God was speaking in 
Genesis 1:26, “Let us make.” 1 John 
5:7 reads, “There are three that bear 
record in heaven, the Father, the 
Worg, and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one.” The doctrine of the 
Trinity could hardly be plainer. The 
word “Trinity” means “Three in one,” 
and if you want a perfect illustration 
of this unity which exists between 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, I would 
suggest that you take your Bible, your 
mother’s Bible, and your father’s Bi-

ble and place them all together. How 
many books do you have? Three, of 
course. Now look at them again, and 
say, “These three are one.” Were you 
correct in saying “three are one’? 
Certainly! But did you mean the 
three Bibles were one _ individual 
book? Nay, you referred to them as 
a compound unity. The three are one, 
but not one individual book. God is 
one, but not one personality. God is 
three in one. Speaking of the three 
Bibles, you meant that the contents 
and purpose of all three is one. All 
three are made of the same sub- 
stance, the contents are one, the de- 
sign and purpose are identical, al- 
though there are three separate and 
distinct books. It would be impossible 
to accept my Bible and at the same 
time reject my mother’s Bible. ‘““Who- 
soever denieth the Son, the same hath 
not the Father: (but) he that ac- 
knowledgeth the Son hath the Father 
also.” (1 John 2:23.) Jesus said, “I 
and my Father are one,” but like the 
three Bibles, one in purpose, identi- 
cally the same. Jesus, nor any of the 
others, ever said, “I and my Father 
are one PERSON.” The word “person” 
is added by the Unitarians; it is never 
to be found in Scripture. The “Jesus 
Only” brethren badly misrepresent 
the doctrine of the Trinity by telling 
their congregation we worship three 
separate Gods. We worship God as 
three just like you worship three Bi- 
bles that are perfectly one. If there 
were three Bibles in the home, could 
I believe the one and worship the 
one more than the others? No greater 
perversion of the truth could be of- 
fered than to represent the doctrine 
of the Trinity as teaching three Gods 
separate in purpose. I cannot see how 
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the devil could mould a greater un- 
truth. 

Does the doctrine of the Trinity 
minify God? No, it magnifies Him a 
thousandfold. I’ll tell you one reason 
why some cannot worship God as a 
Trinity, their minds are simply too 
small to comprehend the thought.They 
cannot understand how three can be 
perfectly agreed in one. For this rea- 
son there are many good Spirit-filled 
people who MUST look at God in one 
person. Three persons overtax their 
thoughts. And were it not for the re- 
ligious bias and falsehoods that take 
advantage of this condition, using it 
to stir up and judge others as apos- 
tates and false religions, I doubt if 
I would take the time to consider it. 
But they are not satisfied until they 
have consigned others to hell. To 
substantiate this, I would refer you to 
Elder Echol’s tract again. He Says, 
—“Most of Christendom today is in 
darkness and doubt concerning the 
deity of Christ. They are contami- 
nated and deceived by the teaching 
of THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS, the 
woman John saw riding the scarlet 
colored beast.” (Rev. 17:1-8.) He 
adds: “But, thank God, many are be- 
ginning to see the truth and discard 
those old robes of false and decevtive 
teaching concerning TWO or THREE 
Gods, and are coming to see the truth 
as it is in God’s Word.” 

Mr. Echols has here branded us 
with the “Mother of Harlots,” a pretty 
bold assertion. If you were to ask 
him where the Bible says “one per- 
son,” he would doubtless begin by 
saying, “Such and such a verse means 
‘one person.’” Ah, but what if I 
should say, “It does not mean ‘one 
person.’” Just what would Mr. Echols 


say? He might call me a child of 
hell, contaminated and deceived by 
the “mother of harlots.” When I 
asked Mr. Perry some questions con- 
cerning this doctrine, he answered by 
saying, “The so-called Trinity doc- 
trine is a lot of BUNK, used as a 
smoke screen to conceal the truth 
from the carnally minded.” I wonder 
if his answer would meet the standard 
God required, “Be ready to give an 
answer.” I beg of your reason, Is the 
doctrine of the blessed Trinity a lot 
of BUNK just because Mr. Perry said 
so? Perhaps not. 


THE UNANSWERABLE QUESTION 

John 17:5, “And now, O Father, 
glorify thou me with thine own self 
with the glory which I had with thee 
BEFORE THE WORLD WAS.” In this 
verse we have the Son speaking direct 
to His Father. Let us analyze this 
verse in the light of “Unitarianism.” 
What do they say? They tell us that 
when the Son speaks to the Father 
it is the flesh part of Jesus speaking 
to His own inner spirit. Now I want 
you to notice what the flesh part of 
Jesus says to His Father: “The glory 
I (the flesh) had with thee BEFORE 
THE WORLD WAS.” Let me.ask, “Did 
the flesh of Jesus exist with the 
Father before the world was?” Be your 
own judge. Does this verse, the very 
words of Jesus Himself, not tell us 
that both Father and Son were in 
existence before the world was? Is 
Jesus not here speaking of Himself 
as existing separate and distinct from 
the Father before His incarnation? 
To make this the flesh of Jesus 
speaking to His own inner spirit, as 
the “Jesus Only” affirm, is to make 
the flesh to exist before the world 
was. This runs them into an un- 
answerable question. Well did Broth- 
er L. C. Pennington say in his ‘“Mys- 
tery of the Godhead,” Church of God 
Evangel, December 15, 1945: “There 
is not a person that can read the 
17th chapter of John, be honest with 
himself, and believe that Goi and 
Jesus is the same person.” Allow me 
to say the same.

In the early spring of 1946 we left 
our Bible School in Sevierville, expect- 
ing to sail for India in a couple of 
months. However, we were fondly 
wishing, as it was proven later. I have 
been led to believe that the farther a 
person wishes to go from home, the 
more red tape and preliminaries there 
are with which to go through. People 
wondered, perhaps, whether we were 
going to leave for India at all, but it 
seems that God had His own good 
time. 

It was fully a year from the time 
we left Bible School to the time we 
were finally in San Francisco making 
last-minute preparations to sail. The 
day of sailing dawned dismal and 
rainy, and as we stood with sad hearts 
beside the gray, dismal-looking, con- 
verted transport waiting to go aboard, 
we began to realize some of the im- 
mensity of the plunge that we were 
about to take. We thought of the un- 
known temptations and trials that 
would be ours before we would see the 
familiar sights of home again, but 
then it seemed as if the still small 
voice of the Lord whispered to our 
hearts, “I will never leave you alone,” 
and all inward qualms began to van- 
ish. 

We were on board at last, and we 
leaned over the rail watching those 
who were being left behind on the 
wharf waving their good-byes. There 
was a group of Pentecostal people 
singing stirring songs of farewell, and 
we were quite comforted by the rous- 
ing send-off. 

With several loud blasts of the 
whistle, the ship slowly began to move 
away from the pier and we were off. 
No going back now. 

We were instructed before sailing 
that the accommodations were not 
anything like that of pre-war passen- 
ger vessels, and we found out that the 
picture had been painted too colorful. 
There were many inconveniences and 
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discomforts, and many times we were 
tempted to complain, but we remem- 
bered that our Saviour had nowhere 
to lay His head, and what right had 
we to complain. We can say that God 
gave us grace to bear some almost un- 
bearable conditions on board. 

The ship was scheduled to call at 
Honolulu, Hawaii, and we had notified 
Brother and Sister Hawkins, with 
whom we had spent two years in Bible 
School, that we would be visiting 
them. As the ship docked at Honolulu, 
the ship was received with great cere- 
mony.

As we stepped off the ship, we were 
received royally in a true Hawaiian 
fashion, with sweet-smelling garlands 
of flowers called “leis” that were 
placed around our necks. 

We were taken to the Hawkins’ 
home and were pleasantly surprised 
to behold a neat little white stucco 
church adjoining, bearing the words 
“The Church of God.” 

Service had been arranged in our 
honor, and the meeting commenced 
with the lusty singing of the old 
Church of God songs. Our hearts were 
touched and also lifted up in praise 
to the Lord for these saints of God 
whose shining faces evidenced the old- 
time religion they had in their hearts. 
The Frenches and we were all asked to 
talk, and the Lord blessed our words. 
We were greatly refreshed by the won- 
derful spiritual shower of which we 
were in such need after the formal 
services on board ship. 

One thing that was so impressed 
upon us and which I want to impress 





upon you, is that which the Hawkins 
again and again mentioned to us. 
They said there was such a great need 
for workers in the Hawaiian Islands, 
and there were places there that were 
bound by dark heathenism. The 
Hawkins were originally called of God 
to China, but owing to the doors being 
closed, they went to Hawaii until the 
way would open up. They earnestly 
told us how their hearts were in China 
and their heartstrings were being 
pulled there, but they could not leave 
their precious flock in Honolulu, for 
there was no one to take their place. 
I thought of how here, before our eyes, 
there was such a vivid example of the 
immensity of the need for ambassa- 
dors of Christ, but so few to meet that 
need. I wish that God might stir our 
churches at home, and may young 
men and women of the Church of God 
consecrate themselves to the place 
that they will say to God, “HERE AM 
I, SEND ME!” 

It was with great heaviness of 
heart that we bade the folks of 
Hawaii, also the precious Hawkins, 
good-bye, but there was a call which 
was ringing o’er the restless waves, 
“Bring the light, bring the light,” and 
our souls, therefore, were urged on. 

At every port missionaries would 
debark and we could see how pitifully 
inadequate the feeble trickle of mis- 
sionaries was to meet a great need, 
for everywhere in the Orient the 
heinous, odious effects of devilish 
heathenism was so widely evidenced. 
However, thank God for the few who 
are making the sacrifice to take the 
light. 

As we plied the waves, in the very 
vessel that was a carrier of men of 
war just two years previous, we 
thought of how marvelous it was that 
as Christian soldiers we could go out 
instead to wage war against the devil 
to bring about liberty, the liberty 
that would be eternal. 

At Manila a sorry spectacle greeted 
our eyes. The docks that once were 
noted as the most beautiful in the 
world, were in shambles, and the har- 
bor was dotted with the charred hulks 
of three hundred scuttled vessels. I 
began to realize some of the terrors 
of war upon seeing this ravage and 
destruction. 

It was a happy time for us when 
we sighted on the pier at Madras, 
India, our dear father and with him 
about twenty Church of God members 
from Madras. They had stood there

May we, under God, catch the vision 
and be set on fire with a holy zeal 
and unite our forces for battle; not 
for war, not for personal honor, not 
for worldly gain, but to SUFFER FOR 
SOULS AND JESUS’ NAME.
